MOTHER OF WAR'S FIRST 
VICTIM IS DIKER PENSIOR 


Trained Nurse From Attica, O., Was 
Killed Four Days After She 
Entered Service. 


The first victim of the war with 
Germany, go far as the United States 
was concerned, was neither a soldier 
nor a sailor, but a trained nurse, Mrs. 
Edith Work Ayres, thirty-seven yesrs 
old, of Attica, CL, who was killed May 
20, 1917, four days after she had been 
sworn Into the service. 
The fact that she wa9 the first cas­ 
ualty of the expeditionary forces of 
the country developed during an ef­ 
fort to obtain a war risk Insurance 
allotment for her aped and widowed 
mother. 
The 
records 
showed 
Mrs. 
Ayres had been detailed for service in 
France and was on board the trans­ 
port Mongolia, 250 miles out of New 
York, when a shell from a submarine 
destroyer, engaged in target practice, 
ricochetted. 
A fragment struck Mrs 
Ayres in the temple and she died in­ 
stantly. 
This was 24 days before 
armed Americans landed in Europe. 
The body of Mrs. Ayres was re­ 
turned to lier old home In Ohio and 
buried in the yard where the grove con 
he seen by her mother, now paralysed. 
.Several attempts hitherto have been 
made to obtain a war risk allotment 


Of $57.50 for this old mother but they 
have failed. 
Officials in the depart­ 
ment have pointed out that her death 
occurred before the war risk insur­ 
ance was devised and the congress­ 
men who have Interested themselves 
in the case have so reported. 
Recently some one brought the case 
to the attention of Renpesentative I, 
It. Sherwood of Toledo, eighty-nine 
years old. a veteran of the Civil war 
and of 40 battles. 
Ile picked up this 
case where Ids younger colleagues left 
off and pointed out that lf she was not 
entitled to the benefits of the war risk 
Insurance act her dependent relatives 
were entitled to consideration under 
the pension laws. 
On this basis lie 
won and the first check of a pension 
amounting to $57.50 a month was 
made out and forwarded to Mrs. John 
C. Work of Attica, O., recently.

Dairy company, which he recently or­ 
ganized and of Which company he is a 
stockholder. 
The 
Pickaway 
Dairy 
company recently purchased the Bent­ 
ley creamery at bankruptcy sale and 
have entirely remodeled the plant and 
are now operating upon a large scale. 
This adds an industry to the business 
of 
Circleville 
that 
is needed 
and 
should be appreciated and supported 
by all citizens. 
It was one of the old­ 
est business plants of Circleville and 
all regretted its passing out of exist­

MICROSCOPE USED TO 
COPT POINT IN BOOK 


Librarian at Texas College Ie Tran­ 
scribing Hand Written Bronte 
Novels. 


Transcribing a manuscript so small 
that it has to be placed under micro­ 
scope to be read, Is the present work 
of'M iss Fannie K. Ratchford, assistant 
librarian of the Wrenn library at the 
University of Texas at Austin. 
She 
is preparing for publication for the 
first time the early works of the fa­ 
mous English woman novelist, Char­ 
lotte Bronte, who, In 1833 at the age 
of seventeen, wrote her first stories. 
The books being transcribed by Miss 
Ratchford are printed by hand with 
pen and Ink on small sheets four 
Inches square with formal title pages 
on brown paper, just as a book is 
printed, this laborious work having 
been done by /h e young writer as a 
pastime. 
Five typewritten pages are required 
to transcribe a single page of the 
small books, according to Miss Ratch- 
ford. 
She has just 
completed 
the 
transcription of one book, the prop­ 
erty of Mrs. W. H. Stark of Orange, 
and has also transcribed another of 
the books belonging to the Wrenn li­ 
brary. 
"I intend to gather and transcribe 
for publication as many of these as I 
can, and upon a basis of these to 
make a detailed study of the develop­ 
ment of Charlotte Bronte’s powers as 
a novelist,’’ said Miss Ratchford. 
Amy Lowell, the poet, has six of 
these small manuscripts in her library

Engineers Set Record for 
Moving Railway Bridge 


Establishing what is believed to be 
a speed record for such work, the 
Southern 
Pacific 
company 
recently 
removed its Harrison street bridge 
across the estuary between Oakland 
and Alameda, Cal., which was used 
in the operation of electric train serv­ 
ice' between those cities. 
In slightly 
less than ten hours the massive steel 
structure, resting upon five pontoons, 
was towed clear of the stream to a 
channel prepared on the Oakland side. 
The novel feat of towing the entire 
bridge from Its position across the es­ 
tuary had been declared an Impossible 
one by some engineers, says a bulletin 
of the Southern Pacific. 
Water pressure produced by a ris­ 
ing tide and the pumping of water 
from the pontoons, lifted the 300-ton 
bridge about 
18 Inches before the 
structure was moved from the central 
pier upon which it had rested for a 
quarter of a century- 
The bridge was 
built In 1898. 
O. W. Rear, engineer 
of bridges, under the general direction 
af W. H. KIrkbride, engineer of main­ 
tenance of way and structures, planned 
and executed the huge task of remov­ 
ing the bridge, In compliance with an 
order of the War department. 
A large gang of workmen was in 
readiness Immediately after the pass­ 
ing of the last electric train. 
Two 
hours later, with the aid of tugs, the 
five pontoons had been placed under 
the bridge. 
The pontoons had been 
weighted with water. 
As the tide be­ 
gan to rise water was pumped from 
the pontoons. 
Seven hours after the 
last train the bridge bad been lifted 
one inch from the pier. 
In another 
hour the bridge was clear of the cen­ 
tral pier and the work of towing It 
to shore begun.
